A PREGNANT 
cat was dumped 
and left for dead 
in a bin bag by the 
side of the road in 
Pontycymmer and 
was only discovered 
when children in 
a nearby garden 
heard her meows 
and alerted their 
father. 

“The children’s father 
went to investigate and 
found the cat inside a 
plastic bin bag, which 
had been tied in a knot 
to seal it,” said Sue 
Dobbs, manager of Cats 
Protection’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre. 

“This was on Good 
Friday, the hottest day of 
the year so far. 

“Temperatures 
reached 21°C so it would 
have been extremely hot 
inside the bag and the 
poor cat inside had no 
escape route. 

“It’s unlikely the cat 
would have survived for 
much longer if she hadn’t 
been discovered when 
she was.” 

The member of the 
public took the cat - 
now named Friday after 
the day she was found 
- to Cats Protection’s 
Bridgend Adoption 
Centre in Pant Hirwaun, 
Bryncethin. 

One-year-old Friday 
was treated for conjunc¬ 
tivitis and cat flu and 
on Saturday, May 4, she 
gave birth to a black- 
and-white kitten. The 
kitten has been named 
Saturday. 

Sue said: “Friday 
was clearly traumatised 
by her ordeal when she 
first arrived but she 
soon turned into a little 
sweetie. 

“She’s very chatty 
and has obviously been 
someone’s pet at some 


point. 

“Her kitten Saturday is 
a little miracle. Despite 
their terrible ordeal, 
they’re both doing well 
and Friday is proving to 
be a fantastic mum.” 

Friday and her kitten 
won’t be available for 
adoption or reservations 
until they are ready to 
go to their forever homes 
after about eight weeks.

Sue said: “I urge any¬ 
one who is no longer able 
to care for their cat or 
kittens to get in touch 
with us. 

“We understand that 
life can change drasti¬ 
cally and rapidly, so 
there’s no judgement 
when cats and kittens are 
handed over to us - we 
just want them to be safe 
and well. 

“It also helps if we can 
be given as much infor¬ 
mation about the cat’s 
history, personality and 
likes and dislikes that 
we can pass on to future 
adopters.” 

This year Cats 
Protection’s cat care 
assistants - who help 
look after cats like Friday 
and her kitten - are being 
supported by players 
of People’s Postcode 
Lottery, who have raised 
just over £1 million for 
the charity to-date.

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Council plays catch-up 
in surveying condition 
of its building estate 


Councillor’s call to prevent 
SEN children from being 
suspended from local schools 


more than once. 

Cllr Webster 
who represents the 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is 
undertaking condi¬ 
tion surveys on all 
its buildings as it 
starts the process 
of working out 
what assets it will 
need in the future 
and what it can do 
without. 

The local authority 
is midway through a 
three-year management 
transformation of its 
940 assets, with a new 
model and team, called 
‘corporate landlord’. 

Currently, it spends 
around £20m of revenue 
funding a year on assets 
which range from care 
homes, schools and 
industrial units to bus 
shelters and pieces 
of land. The figure 
includes over £4m on 
staff and around £16m 
on materials, labour, 
external contractors and 
major or minor capital 
work. 

At a recent council 
meeting, officers said 
that once the surveys 
were complete, deci¬ 
sions would need to be 
taken on the future of 
council buildings. 

Mike Butler, 
managing director of 
Peopletoo, a consul¬ 
tancy being used by 
BCBC to remodel its 
estate, told councillors: 
“Once we have all the 
information on the 
assets and the surveys 
have been done by 
October, as a council 
you will make a deci¬ 
sion on whether those 
assets meet your needs; 
now and in the future. 

It may be that there are 
alternative uses for them 
or that you decide to 
rationalise your existing 
assets.” 

Officers said 
decisions could involve 
anything from demol¬ 
ishing a building and 
building a replacement 
to selling the land for 
development. 

Peopletoo is 


providing support for 
council staff as the 
local authority changes 
its approach to areas 
such as facilities man¬ 
agement, energy and 
compliance. The firm 
is directly managing 
the service and has 
provided the temporary 
head of corporate land¬ 
lord, Tim Washington. 

Council officers said 
that despite trying on 
three separate occasions 
to appoint a permanent 
replacement, they had 
been unable to find 
someone of the “right 
calibre and senior 
management skills”. 

The council’s 
recently-renewed 
18-month contract with 
Peopletoo is expected 
to cost between £3 00k 
to £3 5 Ok with the 
consultancy bringing 
expertise in various 
areas such as finance 
and transformation. 

Making the service 
more efficient is a key 
part of the corporate 
landlord model. Head 
of operations for com¬ 
munity services, Zak 
Shell, said: “Previously, 
the corporate assets sat 
with lots of managers 
all over the authority, 
all of whom had a 
primary role that wasn’t 
related to looking affer 
buildings, but providing 
social care, parks or 
street lighting. 

“No-one was corpo¬ 
rately looking after the 
assets to make sure how 
best to utilise them, best 
spend our money on 
them and efficiently and 
effectively look after 
them, and that’s the 
entire purpose of having 
a corporate landlord 
structure. 

“It is a department 
that sits within the 
communities directorate 
where responsibility 
now sits for those 
assets.” 

He told councillors 
the previous system had 
been so inefficient that 
a scheme designed to 
save money had in fact 
cost much more than it 


needed to. 

He said: “About two 
years ago. we looked at 
how we could reduce 
overtime hours in car 
parks. We used to 
have staff on stand-by 
payment in case they 
got called out because 
somebody had their car 
locked in one of our car 
parks. 

“Having examined all 
the different options, we 
came up with the solu¬ 
tion of using external 
firms which provide key 
holding arrangements 
which are a lot cheaper 
than having somebody 
constantly on standby 
for our car parks. 

“The reality is 
that as an authority, 
we actually have the 
best part of 100 key 
holding contracts, all 
let independently. We 
are not getting best 
value because we are 
all operating in our own 
individual silos. 

“Nobody was asking 
how many key holding 
arrangements we have, 
how to best procure that 
as an authority to get 
best value for money - 
that is the shift we are 
trying to make, looking 
at everything we do.” 

Another area of the 
new corporate landlord 
model has involved 
offering services to 
schools on a tiered 
basis. 

Schools’ budgets are 
delegated to individual 
schools and under the 
new system, they can 
buy services back from 
the council and choose 
the level of service. 

This involves support, 
advice, compliance item 
checks and scheduled 
works with the aim of 
ultimately providing a 
fully managed service. 

So far, more than 40 
schools in the county 
have signed up for the 
service, paying a total 
of around £500k to the 
council. 

Mr Washington told 
councillors there were 
plans to expand the 
services the council 


offered to schools and 
other public sector 
organisations as part of 
income generation for 
the local authority. 

He said: “We are 
already in discussions 
with Bridgend College 
in providing cleaning 
support and other 
service facilities to 
them. For Awen, we’ve 
just entered into an 
agreement where we 
are cleaning some of 
Awen’s facilities. Are 
we competent and 
are we seen as being 
cost-effective, because 
that is a very open 
marketplace we can 
compete in.” 

Officers said the 
focus across the author¬ 
ity was also moving to 
a planned maintenance 
programme, helping 
avoid issues before they 
arise. They said the 
way the council’s estate 
was now managed was 
“considerably more” 
efficient.

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Four jailed after 
anti-drug operation 
in Bridgend area

FOUR people from the 
Bridgend area have been 
jailed for their roles in a 
conspiracy to supply heroin 
and crack cocaine. 

Sharon Bumford, aged 43, of 
Bridgend, was jailed for three 
years, James Peters, aged 45, of 
Pontycymer, and Paula Davies, 
aged 37, of Sam, were both jailed 
for 12 months on Friday (May 3) 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

All three were charged with 
one count of conspiring to supply 
a class A controlled dmg - heroin 
and one count of conspiring to 
supply a class A controlled dmg - 
crack cocaine. 

Jason Davies, aged 48, of 
Ynysawdre, was also jailed for 
nine months on Friday (May 3) 
for allowing his premises to be 
used for the supply of class A 
controlled dmgs. 

All pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing. 

The court heard that all four 
defendants played a significant 
role in supplying class A dmgs 
in the Bridgend area but Bumford 
played the management role in 
the group. 

They were caught by officers 


as part of Operation Red Dragon 
- an operation to clampdown 
on the supply of class A dmgs 
in Bridgend and the Vale of 
Glamorgan. This operation forms 
part of the force-wide Operation 
Avalanche to tackle criminality in 
south Wales. 

The defendants were arrested 
following a police investigation 
which led to the dismption of the 
supply of heroin and crack cocaine 
in the Bridgend area. 

Police surveillance unrav¬ 
elled the illegal operation which 
involved regular trips to Newport. 

Officers stopped a car on 
October 29, 2018, which had trav¬ 
elled from Bridgend to Newport. 
On seeing police officers, an 
attempt was made to throw an 
item out of the window. 

A search of the car found 
eight individual wraps of heroin 
weighing a total of 25.4 grams 
and Bumford was found in pos¬ 
session of 1.92 grams of crack 
cocaine. The dmgs recovered had 
a potential street value of more 
than £2,500. 

The occupants of the car were 
arrested which included Bumford 
and Paula Davies. 

A warrant was then executed 


at the home address of Bumford 
and two search warrants carried 
out at two other addresses in the 
Ynysawdre area. 

Detective Sergeant Julian 
Kerslake said: “Operation Red 
Dragon was a large-scale opera¬ 
tion to tackle the supply of class 
A dmgs in Bridgend and the Vale. 
These defendants are the latest to 
be jailed as part of the operation 
which sends out yet another clear 
message that the actions of dealers 
who target our communities will 
not be tolerated. 

“Ultimately our aim is to make 
south Wales a hostile environment 
for organised crime groups and we 
are committed to dismpting and 
dismantling these organisations.” 

He added: “Fd like to thank 
the public, whose reporting of 
concerns and suspicions assists 
us in building information against 
criminals, and also to thank all 
officers involved in the investiga¬ 
tion for their work in securing yet 
another positive outcome.”

Recycling centre gets the go ahead 


A NEW community 
recycling centre is 
to be built in Pyle 
on the Village 
Farm Industrial 
Estate as a direct 
replacement for the 
existing facility at 
Tythegston. 

Councillors on 
Bridgend’s develop¬ 
ment control committee 
approved the plans at a 
meeting on May 9. 

Council officers said 
the proposed modern 
facility was “a funda¬ 
mental part” of the local 
authority achieving 


Welsh Government 
targets for household 
waste. 

Some councillors 
raised concerns over 
increased traffic on the 
roads, air pollution and 
cars potentially queue¬ 
ing outside the site. 

A number of busi¬ 
nesses objected to the 
plans saying it was 
“already impossible” 
to get off the estate at 
peak times and Pyle 
Community Council 
objected to the increased 
number of vehicles 
having to negotiate the 
junction at the entrance 


into the estate, pointing 
out it has been the scene 
of fatal accidents, and 
the increased traffic 
could lead to more. 

However, council 
officers said the busiest 
times of the week at the 
Tythegston centre were 
Friday afternoons and 
the weekends, adding 
that this would be when 
many of businesses close 
to the new site would be 
closed. 

They said there had 
also been no objections 
from Shared Regulatory 
Services on air pollution, 
adding there would be 


work done on the roads 
to increase capacity. 

Concerns about the 
flood risk from the Afon 
Fach were deemed an 
acceptable risk. 

Residents will access 
the Kier-operated site 
via Sturmi Way and 
leave via Heol Mostyn, 
using a one-way system; 
HGVs will access the 
site off Heol Mostyn. 

Eight councillors 
voted for the plans with 
one against.

Bridgend man jailed over 
‘county lines’ drug dealing 


A drug dealer 
has been jailed in 
connection with 
county lines activity 
in Bridgend. 

Stephen Larkin, aged 
38 of Bridgend, was 
sentenced to three years 
imprisonment at Cardiff 
Crown Court on Friday. 
(May 3) 

He was charged with 
being concerned in the 
supply of elass A drugs. 

I^stal Jones, aged 
35 of Bridgend, was 
charged with permitting 
the supply of controlled 
drugs on premises - 
class A cocaine. Jones 
received a six-month 
sentence which was sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

Both pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing. 

The eourt heard 


officers attended an 
address in Derwen Road, 
Bridgend to conduct a 
welfare check on March 
11, 2019. 

A 17-year-old boy 
from the London area 
was found in the prop¬ 
erty who had a single 
foil wrap, £1,100 in cash 
and a knife on him. 

A further search of 
the flat resulted in more 
than 70 individual wraps 
of crack cocaine being 
found. 

The drugs found in 
the property had an 
estimated street value 
of £1,400. A total of 
1,184 in cash was also 
discovered. 

The 17-year-old will 
be sentenced at a later 
date.

Irranca-Davies has welcomed comments 
from the First Minister that speed limits 
of 20mph could be introduced in all 
residential areas in Wales. 

First Minister Mark Drakeford said: “The Welsh 
Government believe that 20mph should be the 
default speed limit for residential areas and we 
are looking into identifying the practical actions 
needed to implement 20mph speed limits in such 


areas across Wales.” 

Supporting the news, Huw Irranca-Davies AM 
said: “Excellent news from the Welsh Government 
that the 20mph will become the default speed limit 
for residential areas in Ogmore and across Wales. 

“This is a major step towards safer, more 
people-centred communities while also helping 
towards us becoming an ‘Active Travel’ nation. It 
will make people more confident to cycle and walk 
rather than jump in the car.”

My 
husband Michael and I have long 
felt that more support is needed 
for serving and retired military 
personnel and their families. 

“We were delighted when 
young veteran John Fulcher 
contacted us and explained his 
determination to make something 
happen in Porthcawl. The Town 
Council is delighted to have been 
able to provide suitable facilities 
for the creation of a base for the 
Porthcawl Veterans’ Hub.” 

Founder John Fulcher has 
brought together a very active 
team and, with the support of 
Porthcawl Town Council, the new 
hub has been created. Getting it 
ready for the launch has been like 
a military operation. 

A small team of veterans has 
redecorated and refurbished 
the inside of the building and 
they are now working on the 
patio area from which the vet¬ 
erans and many other voluntary 
groups and organisations from 
across Porthcawl will benefit in 
the future. Currently the hub is 
open on alternate Saturdays but as 


more volunteers join the team this 
will increase. 

John has had an impressive 
military career where he gave 
14 years’ exemplary service as 
a member or the light Dragoons, 
serving in Bosnia, Iraq and 
Afghanistan; leaving in 2011. 
Following that, John worked in 
anti-piracy and maritime before 
moving to private contract work 
in Libya, doing close protection 
work and later becoming team 
leader providing close protection 
for British Embassy diplomats. 
John continues to work in 
Baghdad and when on leave 
shares his time between his four 
children and helping veterans. 

John said: “The UK needs 
hubs and military clubs - mili¬ 
tary charities and organisations 
can’t attend to every soldier’s 
needs although they are working 
tirelessly. 

“I wholeheartedly take my hat 
off to them for trying to make 
a difference - however, we 
need more local hubs to grow 
and expand across the country 
because as soldiers serving and 
no longer serving we do often 
get lost in the world that is ‘civvy 
street’. 

“A local hub can support 
military families interacting with 
their peers but also help establish 
integration links with the wider 
community.” 

One of the members of 
Porthcawl Veterans’ Hub is 
Charlie Cridland. Charlie served 
as a LCpl in 105 squadron, 1 
Military Working Dog Regiment. 
Here he worked with training and 
deployment of dogs specially 
trained to search out lEDs and 
explosives. 


The skill of these dogs saved 
many soldiers’ lives. Since 
leaving the military Charlie has 
successfully transferred his skills 
and love of dogs to forge a new 
career as a specialist dog train¬ 
ing organisation which he runs 
from his local base in Comelly. 
(Check out his website for con¬ 
tact information, ARMO Canine 
Solutions) 

Another supporter is Deborah 
Rose a singer/songwriter working 
with soldiers. She says that song¬ 
writing with soldiers is working 
magic in terms of coping with 
PTSD in the USA, turning those 
dark days into songs. Deborah 
has attended many soldiers’ song¬ 
writing circles in Memphis USA 
and it is hoped that grant funding 
or sponsorship can be secured to 
offer this option for members of 
the Porthcawl hub. (See more on 
youtu. be/IMv UxKmvUSo.) 

Porthcawl Town Council has 
acquired the building for use as 
The Veterans’ Hub and to encour¬ 
age new and innovative voluntary 
organisations to develop clubs 
and other activities for young 
people.

Mike Johnson 
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Children’s home 
gets green light to 
expand, despite 
objections from 
community councU 


THE expansion of a residential 
children’s home in Bridgend 
has been approved, despite 
reports of young people escap¬ 
ing and approaching local res¬ 
idents with claims of ill-treat¬ 
ment and physical abuse. 

Landsker Child Care currently 
runs the property in Coytrahen as a 
three-bedroom children’s home, but 
has applied for a change of use from a 
dwelling house into a residential insti¬ 
tution so it can become a four-bedroom 
home. 

The application went before a coun¬ 
cil development control committee 
meeting on Thursday, May 9. 

The company, which operates seven 
other children’s homes across south 
and west Wales, obtained a certificate 
of lawful development for the site in 
October 2018 and children moved into 
the home in July 2018. 

Council officers have said that com¬ 
panies do not need planning permission 
if they set up a home for a maximum 
of three children and it operates as a 
family unit. 

The home provides placements for 
children between eight and 18 who 
are in the ‘looked after’ system, with 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) among those to use Landsker 
Child Care for young people in the 
county. 

Officers said that most children 
given placements would have spent a 
significant period of their life in foster 
or residential care prior to moving 
into the home and have emotional, 
behavioural and social difficulties, and 
mild to moderate learning difficulties. 

There were strong objections to the 
plans from people living nearby. 

Llangynwyd Lower Community 
Council said residents were not 
equipped to deal with recent incidents 
where children had absconded from 
the site and approached them with 
claims of ill-treatment and physical 
abuse, adding that some had found it 
threatening and upsetting. 

Councillors against the plans have 
raised safeguarding issues. Community 
and county councillor Martyn Jones 
said: “We in Coytrahen did not know 


this home existed. There was no com¬ 
munity engagement or consultation, 
until a young girl knocked on the door 
of a resident and made claims.” 

He said residents living nearby 
were afraid, and added: “We support 
a facility for looked-affer children; 
we recognise there should be facilities 
for looked after children, but let’s do 
it in an open and transparent way, 
so the community can engage with 
the company. This is a commercial 
operation and in a very close period 
of time, they’ve gone from three to 
four children. The commercial enter¬ 
prise should not be at the expense of 
safeguarding.” 

Landsker child care director Paul 
Thomas said the home had liaised with 
the community council and the home 
manager had handed out his telephone 
number to residents during a meeting 
last summer. 

He said homes were inspected annu¬ 
ally by Estyn and Care Inspectorate 
Wales and Landsker was a highly 
regarded provider of residential care, 
with top ratings from inspectors. 

He said the company had ended the 
placement of the young person who 
had “walked into the village a number 
of times” after a few weeks, adding 
that while police had been involved at 
the time, they have not been involved 
since. 

He said: “No offences have been 
committed in the community since 
we have opened. We are part of this 
community with our young people vol¬ 
unteering. We use all the local sports 
facilities and 38 of our 140 staff in the 
company live within Bridgend county. 

“Not having facts can breed fear. 
We apologise to those neighbours who 
we feel have been unjustly frightened. 
I look forward to building more posi¬ 
tive relationships in the future.” 

The company said the children can 
stay there for years, regarding the 
property as their home. The home 
is staffed 24 hours a day, and would 
involve 14 members of staff operating 
in shifts. 

Councillors voted unanimously in 
favour of the plans.

A DINAS Powys man will be 
running 44 miles along the 
Normandy coast to mark the 
75th anniversary of D-Day on 
June 6. 

RAF reservist, Martin Wade, will be 
following a route across the invasion 
beaches to raise money for the military 
mental health charity. Combat Stress. 

He will also be taking on the chal¬ 
lenge in memory of his grandfather. 
Sergeant Bert Wade, who landed with 
the Royal Engineers on the beaches of 
Normandy. 

The 49-year-old, who has competed 
in many half-marathons, marathons 
and ultra-marathons, said that although 
this was among the toughest challenges 
he has taken on, he was conscious of 
the much tougher challenge facing 
men who landed on those beaches on 
D-Day in 1944. 

Martin said: “The 44 miles will be 
gruelling, but it’s nothing compared 
to the experience of those who went 


ashore 75 years ago. We can only 
imagine what it felt like to wait in a 
pitching landing craft, not knowing if 
you would be cut down in a hail of 
fire or if you would survive to the end 
of the day. 

“Some did make it through, like my 
grandad, but many didn’t and I will be 
thinking of them as I run along those 
beaches.” 

Martin serves with Number 614 
(County of Glamorgan) Squadron of 
the Royal Auxiliary Air Force, Wales’ 
only RAF Reserves unit. He will be 
joining runners who will also be raising 
money for military charities including 
The British Limbless Veterans Charity. 

Martin said that he is proud to be 
raising money for Combat Stress and 
to support the work they do: “They 
support and give specialist treatment 
to veterans and I hope my fundraising 
will help them in the work they do.” 


Porthcawl 
NCI is scanning 
the seas... 


APRIL was a very 
busy month for 
Porthcawl National 
Coastwatch 
Institute (NCI) 
with eight logged 
and 19 monitored 
incidents. 

So far in 2019, we 
have been involved 
in 29 logged incidents. 
A ‘logged incident’ 
is one where we have 
initiated a response, or 
where we have received 
a request to assist by UK 
Coastguard. 

A ‘monitored incident’ 
is one where we are not 
actively participating, 
but are ‘standing by’ 
if required. During the 
May bank holiday week¬ 
end we were involved 
in three incidents, all of 
which required use of our 
CCTV system and the 
various search and rescue 
organisations. 

Although we use state 
of the art equipment. 


we also rely heavily on 
specialised long range 
binoculars and monitor 
relevant Marine VHF 
radio channels. 

We now have three 
CCTV cameras, all con¬ 
trolled from our tower 
and constantly recording. 
A secure link is available 
for UK Coastguard or the 
RNLI to monitor. The 
secure link is being used 
regularly and means that 
any UK Coastguard oper¬ 
ations centre can monitor 
incidents remotely. 

This is unique 
to Porthcawl and 
we are obviously 
extremely proud of that 
achievement. 

Our recent bucket col¬ 
lections and our bookstall 
at the tower raised more 
valuable funds. Thanks 
to all who supported us. 
Your generosity is much 
appreciated.

We’re out in all winds and weather, but 
I’m enjoying it and feel fitter for it.” 

Heart and circulatory diseases cause around 26 
deaths each day in Wales and BHF Cymru cur¬ 
rently funds almost £5m of research in Wales. 

Adam Fletcher, head of BHF Cymru said: “Ceri 
and Terry already give so much to BHF Cymru 
through their work and volunteering at our busy 
shop in Bridgend, and now they’re definitely going 
that extra mile for us.”

Mother jailed for 
smuggling mobile 
phones to her son 
in Parc Prison 


A MOTHER who travelled 
from Somerset to Bridgend’s 
Parc Prison carried two banned 
mobile phones for her inmate 
son Cardiff Crown Court has 
been told, writes A JSICLUNA. 

Alert security staff had received 
intelligence that 52-year-old Wendy 
Witcombe was on her way and within 
minutes of her arrival she denied hav¬ 
ing the property. A search revealed 
she was carrying the phones in her 
underwear. 

Witcombe, of Wells, admitted tak¬ 
ing prohibited items into the prison and 
was jailed for 12 months. 

Said Judge David Wyn Morgan: 
“You were caught red handed. The 
presence of mobile phones in a prison 
is a scourge.” 

Prosecutor Suzanne Payne said she 
went to the prison on April 2. 

In the visiting area she walked past 
a sign indicating prohibited items. She 
was asked if she had any of them and 
replied: “No, you can search me.” 

They did that and discovered the 
phones in her underwear. 

She was arrested and made no 
comment. 


She later claimed the phones had 
been passed to her by another person 
and she could not read the prison 
notice because she was dyslexic. 

Witcombe, a part time cleaner and 
child minder, was said to have convic¬ 
tions for 26 offences including assault 
and forgery. 

Probation office Alan Newton said 
she had been told that if she didn’t take 
the items inside, her son would be hurt. 

“It was out of misguided loyalty,” 
he said. 

Her solicitor, Neil Evans, said her 
son had run up a debt in the prison 
and she received a call from a com¬ 
plete stranger telling her to deliver the 
phones. 

“There was no financial gain, and 
she has been a positive asset to the 
community.” 

The judge pointed out that in 2010, 
there was an immediate prison sen¬ 
tence for someone taking a SIM card 
into prison. 

He added: “The presence of 
mobile phones in prison has massive 
implications.”

He told Mr Elmore: “I weleome the 
introduction of the Citizens’ Advice 
provision aeross the Jobcentre net¬ 
work, which is an additional layer of 
independent support, particularly for 
vulnerable claimants who may find it 
difficult to access services.”

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary, with 
Harold Williams 


DESPITE a 

weather pattern 
that is described 
as unsettled the 
bees are making 
some progress. In 
fact, my attempts 
to handle the rapid 
expansion of all of 
the colonies has not 
been too successful: 
three of them have 
swarmed. 

While swarming 
causes some beekeep¬ 
ers to gnash their teeth 
because of the loss of 
bees, it has to be recog¬ 
nised that the swarming 
impulse is a natural part 
of a honeybee’s lifecy¬ 
cle. It is, after all how 
the species ensures its 
survival: what was one 
colony now has become 
two colonies. 

When a swarm departs 
it is the reigning queen 
(old queen) that leaves 
and takes with her a good 
number of the hive’s 
population, up to some 
30,000 members in fact. 
This is no aimless depar¬ 
ture; ‘scout bees’ have 
aheady selected several 
sites that might suit 
their requirements, and 
eventually a consensus 
is arrived at within the 
swarm and with a deci¬ 
sion made - off they go. 

Why does a swarm 
stop and hang in a large 


ball before final depar¬ 
ture? The answer is that a 
queen bee is not designed 
for flying. She has to take 
frequent rests, her job 
within the colony is that 
of an egg layer and the 
only time she takes to the 
wing is to depart with a 
swarm, or when she was 
a young queen to go out 
and be mated (mating is 
done on the wing). 

The hive from which 
the swarm departs will 
eventually produce a new 
queen. This young queen, 
once mated, will give out 
a chemical signal (pher- 
emone) to let the colony 
members know that she 
is now able to commence 
her egg laying duties and 
thus repopulate the hive. 

All in all, for the bees, 
the whole process has 
been a success. As for 
the beekeeper, let’s hope 
that he/she has gained an 
insight into the world of 
the honeybee. 

The downside, if there 
is a downside, is that 
the beekeeper’s hopes 
of a honey crop may 
be delayed because the 
departing bees took with 
them a good portion of 
the colony’s stores to 
give themselves a few 
days’ grace while they 
begin the making of a 
new home.

C HRIS 
Addison 
has come 
a long way from 

Mock The Week. The 
comedian’s work 
with Armando 
lannucci in The 

Thick Of It has led 
to his involvement 
in lannucci’s 
American political 
satire Veep, in 
which Addison has 
directed several 
episodes. 

Now he makes the 
step up to the big screen 
in The Hustle, a loose 
remake of the Steve 
Martin and Michael 
Caine-starring Dirty 
Rotten Scoundrels 
(which itself was a 
loose remake of 1964’s 
Bedtime Story with 
Marlon Brando and 
David Niven, fact fans). 

It stars Anne 
Hathaway and Rebel 
Wilson as two female 
con artists, the brash 
Lonnie (Wilson) and 
the cunning Josephine 
(Hathaway). The pair 
join forces in the south 
of France to con men 
who have wronged 
women, but what hap¬ 
pens when the pair find 
themselves squeezed 
and under pressure 
from a tech billionaire 
(played by Alex Sharp) 
who latches onto their 
schemes..? 

The Hustle certainly 
isn’t lacking in pedigree; 
Rebel Wilson has proven 
to be a comedic tour 
de force in many of her 
films, Anne Hathaway 
may have erred more 
on the side of drama in 
recent years but she’s 


perfectly adept at exer¬ 
cising her funny bone, 
while Chris Addison’s 
work on Veep has shown 
he has the directorial 
chops to handle comedy. 

So how come The 
Hustle ultimately winds 
up feeling largely flat 
and boring, despite the 
talent on show? 

Well, there are a few 
moments that will raise 
a laugh, but in the main 
this is one of those films 
where it seems like the 
cast and crew are having 
a good time making it, 
but it fails to translate to 
the screen. 

It’s a very clunky 
film, one where every 
narrative turn feels 
forced and pushed into 
position rather than 
flowing naturally; if 
the script didn’t feel so 
contrived at every turn, 
it would have been a far 
more smooth runner, yet 
as it is, while cribbing 
elements from both films 
it’s based on, it doesn’t 
have the finesse nor 
the assured feel that it 
should have. 

Neither Wilson nor 
Hathaway disgrace 
themselves, but while 
the latter does a cut glass 
British accent and shows 
a keen comedic eye, the 
former’s performance 
tends to trade too heavily 
on the sort of roles she’s 
played before, and here, 
in large doses, there are 
times when you wish she 
would tone it down or 
play against type rather 
than hitting the familiar 
notes. 

The pair share a 
sparky interplay with 
each other, and the rest 
of the cast are all fine 
without being stretched, 
from Ingrid Oliver’s

Chris Addison’s lack 
of big screen experience 
may shine through at 
times but he does at least 
move things along pretty 
swiftly and shows a 
good eye for a comedic 
set-piece. There are 
times where he shows 
his naivety, but he 
certainly shows enough 
promise based on the 
evidence here. 

It’s just a shame that 


is on, but unfortunately 
The Hustle isn’t able 
to see things through. 
While it’s welcoming to 
see a film of this ilk led 
by two female actors, 
it’s a shame that the fun 
they obviously had on 
set doesn’t translate to 
the film itself. Neither 
Rebel Wilson nor Anne 
Hathaway hit many 
bum notes, and Chris 
Addison’s direction 
shows promise, but 
while largely inoffen¬ 
sive, this isn’t a great 
film by any stretch.

moving on past cleared land carpeted with native 
bluebells. 

Following the Raven Walk with wonderful views 
to Twmbarlwm, Abercam and the Ebbw Valley, a 
long steep climb in a cold stiff breeze led them to the 
summit of Mynydd Margam, with stunning views to 
the central Beacons, Penarth Head, Flat and Steep 
Holm and the Somerset coastline. 

Joining the Rhymney Valley Ridgeway Walk 
with orange tipped butterflies for company, they 
diverted to the remains of Castell Meredydd, which 
overlooks the Rhymney Valley, before fields led 
them to Graig Wyllt, up steep wooden steps where 
a bluebell-coated woodland set on the steep hillside 
brought them back into fields for the trek back to 
Rhiwderin. 

The following day, a group of 13 walkers joined 
Joy at the historic town of Monmouth and they 
set off along the sun-filled banks of the River 
Wye, complete with rowers from nearby Monmouth 
Rowing Club crossing bridges to reach Dixton. 

Inside the white painted church dedicated to 
St Peter are brass plates, marking the heights of 
memorable floods, because it is close to the river. 

Dashing across the busy A40, a climb by road 
brought them to Newton Court, once home to the 
Griffin family, followed by a climb on a sunken lane 
at Hayes Coppice for morning break surrounded by 
sweet smelling bluebells in Joint Wood. 

A narrow path through the growing crops led them 
downhill to St Mary the Virgin Church at Welsh 
Newton for lunch, with only birdsong breaking the 
peace. After viewing its impressive stained glass 
windows and stunning carved stone rood screen, 
they walked across cropped fields and a quiet lane to 
Buckholt Woods, before descending through fields 
with a last look at the impressive Black Mountains.

LAST Saturday on 
Cardiff Arms Park, 
Cowbridge RFC youth 
finished off their very 
successful season with 
a brilliant win over St 
Peter’s youth in the Blues 
Youth Cup final. 

This win means Cowbridge 
youth have now won this cup 
for the past four years. 

With a large number of the 
squad only returning from Japan 
on Wednesday, where they 
represented Wales playing for 
CAVC, there was no time for 
preparation for the final. 

In Fukuoka, Japan, the Sanix 
World Rugby Youth Invitational 
Tournament is held every year, 
teams participate by invitation 
only, and are chosen because of 
their high standard. 

Despite the unusual prepa¬ 
ration it was Cowbridge who 
started the stronger, pinning St 
Peter’s inside their own 22 for 
the first 10 minutes. St Peter’s 
were being constantly penalised 
as they struggled to cope with 
Cowbridge’s intensity. 

Following a scrum 20 metres 
short of the St Peter’s line, Ed 
Thomas made a searing break 
through the St Peter’s midfield. 

The covering St Peters’ wing 
brought Ed down with a high 
tackle, resulting in another 
Cowbridge penalty and a yellow 
card for the St Peter’s winger. 

Cowbridge were feeling 
confident and opted for the 
scrum. From that scrum, loan 
Williams, the Cowbridge scrum 
half made a break down the 
blindside. With his back row 
at his side to enable quick 
ball, Benji Williams powered 
himself over the line from five 
metres out. Rhydian Williams 
converted. 

Cowbridge struggled to clear 


their lines from the resulting 
kick off and gave away a silly 
penalty by talking back to the 
referee. St Peter’s took the easy 
three points on offer. 

This penalty gave St Peter’s 
confidence, and they forced 
Cowbridge into a defensive 
effort for the next 10 minutes. 
St Peter’s bigger pack picked 
up the ball five metres from the 
Cowbridge line and battered the 
Cowbridge defence. 

The boys dug deep and pro¬ 
duced a heroic defensive effort 
as they have done all season. 
Jack Forsyth and Max Lucas 
held up the St Peter’s number 8 
while he was over the line, but 
the referee judged the boys to 
have been offside. Once again 
St Peter’s took the three points. 

Cowbridge responded well 
and forced St Peter’s back 
inside their own 22. St Peter’s 
managed to clear their lines, but 
failed to find touch with their 
kick and it was collected by 
Ed Thomas who gathered the 
bouncing ball at pace and broke 
through the first line of defence. 

Gathering pace, he side 
stepped the covering defence 
and with the line in sight he 
was brought down just short. 
Williams gathered the ball at the 
breakdown and passed to Ben 
Jones, the Cowbridge openside 
flanker who noticed the cover¬ 
ing defence was totally focussed 
on the speedster Jake Thomas 
on his left hand side. He saw his 
chance and with a burst of pace 
scored Cowbridge’s second try 
of the game without a hand 
being laid on him. Rhydian 
Williams converted. 

The half time score was 
Cowbridge youth 14, St Peter’s 
youth 6. 

Once again straight from the 
half time kick off, Cowbridge 
failed to clear the ball and gave 
away another silly penalty, St 


Peter’s took the three points on 
offer again. 

Cowbridge began to play 
some controlled rugby, going 
through the phases before 
releasing their speedy backs. 

The forwards were now in 
control of the much bigger St 
Peter’s pack. Bamy Langton- 
Cryer, the Cowbridge captain 
and Elis Reed, the Number 8, 
played leaders’ roles. Both car¬ 
ried the ball many times during 
the game, making the hard yards 
needed for the backs to run their 
moves. 

Following an unusual 
Cowbridge rolling maul, Jared 
Williams, the impressive 
Cowbridge prop, was held up 
over the line. From the resulting 
five metre scrum, Williams got 
his backs moving.

All seven 
replacements made an impact, 
with Scott Jones performing a 
heroic tackle on his much larger 
opposite number. 

From a line out just inside the 
Cowbridge 22, lestyn Gabon 
stole the St Peter’s throw-in. 
Evan Thomas executed a clever 
chip kick over the onrushing St 
Peter’s defence. 

Dan Stancombe, the 
Cowbridge inside centre, gath¬ 
ered the bouncing ball and made 
it to the St Peter’s 22. 

With quick ball, Williams 
put Jake Thomas clear to 


score his well deserved try and 
Cowbridge’s fourth of the game. 
Rhydian Williams completed a 
perfect kicking day with his 
fourth conversion out of four. 
These eight extra points make 
an enormous difference in tight 
final games. 

With minutes left on the 
clock, Cowbridge suffered their 
usual yellow card, and were 
down to 14 as St Peter’s finally 
crossed the Cowbridge line. 

The final score was 
Cowbridge youth 28, St Peter’s 
youth 14. 

Finishing in our highest 
position of third in the Blues 
Premiership and defending the 
Blues Cup ends another suc¬ 
cessful season for the youth.
